He is a man of charming 
personality, and his stimulating influence is 
of untold value to the research students who 
flock to Baltimore from all parts of the world.

Professor John MacNeill. vir doctissimus, 
sororis nostre Dublinensis inter lumina 
pracipua numeratus, is one of the greatest, 
if not the greatest, of living authorities on 
the early history of Ireland.

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MINISTRATION | IN CORK.

With the publication during the past 
week of the Cork City Management Bill 
(1928) there has been a revival of the 
controversy in regard to the future civic 
administration of the city, The same 
differences of opinion still exist.as to the 
powers to be vested in the City Manager, 
and in this connection there would appear 
to be some misapprehension in certain 
| goa On one side it is contended that 
the proposed new City Council will 
merely an advisory body, and that the 
chief official of the city will virtually 
contro] its actions and expenditure. 

It was with a view to obtaining á greater 
voice for the ratepayers in the govern- 
ment of their ¢ity that the movement for 
a Corporation was initiated some months 
ago, and to grant arbitrary powers to the 
City Manager would defeat that end. The 
supporters of the measure point out, how- 
ever, that the Corporation will have 
complete control under the bill as it 
stands. It is stated that the members of 
the Council will be enabled to define their 
policy and instruct the Manager to prepare 
an estimate. This they can reject if it 
is unsatisfactory ; and, finally, they may 
sanction whatever amount they may deem 
more reasonable. It is apt to be forgotten 
that under the Acts of the Imperial Par- 
liament a similar relationship was estab- 
lished between the old Corporation and the 
Town Clerk, 


LABOUR'S OPPOSITION. 


Mr. Sean French, T.D., Lerd Mayor of 
the city in the late Corporation, which was 
dissolved in 1924, finds himeelf in agree- 
ment with the Ministerial proposals, save 
in some minor respects, and his opinion 
that an excellent ‘basis is provided on 
which An agreement may be obtained is 
shared by a large section of the com- 
munity. In Labour circles, however, 
exception is taken to the method of elect- 
ing the fifteen ultimate mémbers on the 
instalment system, and also to the small- 
ness of the number composing the new 
body. At a recent meeting of the Cork 
Workers’ Council, when a resolution 
opposing the bill was adopted, Mr. John 
Good declared that a Corporation of fifty- 
six members—its former strength—was 
small enough for the City of Cork if every 
class was to be duly represented. Other 
speakers described the measure as re- 
actionary. 

In the meantime, however, the proposals 
have been widely read and discussed, par- 
ticuarly as it is believed that the Cork 
bill furnishes a guide to-the Government's 
attitude to local administration in Greater 
Dublin and other cities of the Free State. 
The Chambers of Commerce in the city 
have been actively interested in the matter 
for some time, and, in common with other 
organisations, placed their views before the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health during his visit. The bill, it is 
believed, conforms largely with the opinion 
then expressed. The members of both 
bodies will Have an opportunity of dis- 
cussing it at a joint meeting to be held 
to-morrow morning. 


GREYHOUND RACING. 


The abandonment of the racecourse at 
Cork Park has been a serious logs to the 
city, as the event attracted a large number 
of visitors. Despite several rumours, the 
promises of a substitute enclosure have 
not been fulfilled. The success which has 
attended the newly-opened greyhound- 
racing track during its first week, how- 
ever, indicates that some measure of com- 
pensation has been. provided.

There has been a steady decrease in the 
death-rate from tuberculosis in the City 
of Waterford, from 96 in 1916 to 54 during 
the year 1927; but the necessity for an 
institution for the treatment of the disease 
is greatly felt in the city. This was made 
clear by Dr. Hogan in the annual report, 
when he stated that a sanatorium for the 
treatment of advanced cases only would 
never be popular, as the mere mention of 
such was looked upon by the patient as a 
sentence of death. An institution was re- 
quired where early cases, advanced cases, 
middle cases and even surgical eases could 
be dealt with. 

Dr. Hogan points out that in old cities 
like Waterford, where so many small 
houses exist, it is virtually impossible to 
eradicate the disease, and the presence of 
one tuberculosis patient in a house is 
sufficient to infect all the other members 
of the family. Frequently the original 
victim is not aware of his condition for 
years, during which his relatives have 
become infected, some fatally. “‘Not- 
withstanding our efforts,” he adds, “the 
incidence of the disease is far greater than 
we would wish, but that is not to be 
wondered at when we consider the number 
of sinall houses and the amount of poverty 
in the city.” 


HOUSING IN_KANTURK. 


Even in the rural and urban districts of 
Ireland one finds evidences of the acute 
shortage of housing accommodation among 
the labouring classes. At a recent meeting 
oi the Kanturk Improvements Committee 
a resolution was adopted protesting against 
any further dismantling of the disused 
Workhouse buildings in that town. It is 
suggested that from sixteen to twenty-two 
working-class dwellings could be erected 
on the site under the Housing Facilities 
Act. The Kanturk Workhouse _ was 
burned down during the disturbed period 
in Ireland, and a sum of £32,000 was 
awarded by way of compensation. Of that 
amount, Mr. J. D. O'Connor said that 
only half had been expended, and he 
added that sufficient remained to carry 
out the works mentioned. 

A scheme already has been drawn up 
and placed beiore the authorities, and it 
is urged that steps should be taken to 
remedy the housing shortage and provide 
employment. Another important subject 
to which the attention of the newly-elected 
County Council is directed is the condi- 
tion of the streets in the town.

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PORTRAIT UNVEILED AT. 
ALEXANDRA COLLEGE, |

A portrait of the late Most Reverend John 
Henry Bernard, D.D., Provost of IJrimity 
College, has been added to the gallery of 
Alexandra College, Dublin. . 

The picture, which was painted by Miss 8. 
C. Harrison, was unveiled last Saturday 
afternoon in the presence of a large company 
by Dr. Gregg, the Archbishop of Dublin. It 
is the memorial gift of a number of past 
students and other friends of the College, 
with which Dr. Bernard hed an association 
from lecturer to President, extending over 
forty years. The ertist hes succeeded in 
putting on the canvas & geed Geal more than 
just a likeness of Dr Bernard, 

Mis. Cecil Thompsue, on behalf of the 
subscribers, presented the portrait to the 
Archbishop in his capacity as Visitor of the 
College. 


THE ARCHBISHOP, 

Hig Grace, having unyeiled the picture, 
seid that it was very hard to think that Dr. 
Bernard had passed from amongst them, that 
his vigorous personality was no longer with 
them. On behalf of the College he ex- 
pressed his grateful thanks to those whose 
admiration and love of the man had 
prompted them to commemorate him so hap- 
pily. In that place of education it was 
fitting to consider Dr. Bernard as a man of 
education. His work as a student was dis- 
tinguished by extraordinary laboriousness, 
attention to detail, and marvellous grasp. 
He possessed very great mental powers, and 
exercised them to the fullest. He (Dr. Gregg) 
did not subscribe to the dictum that genius 
is an infinite capacity for taking pains. 
Nothing would make a painstaking person a 
genius, but when great natural be of intel- 
lect was coupled with that infinite capacity 
there was no limit to what a man could do. 
Dr. Bernard had a wonderful determination 
to take pains. 

The secret of his greatness lay in that he 
was not ashamed or afraid to work hard. 
He was meticulous in his attention to detail; 
he left nothing to chance. His grasp was 
such that he could see things steadily, and 
as a whole, and that was one of the things 
that made him so stimulating as a teacher, 
There was nothing patchy, nothing depart- 
mental about his work as a lecturer. He 
wanted his students to see the thing as it 1s 
in relation to the things behind, to under- 
stand the reason why. Mentally and cul- 
turally he was a man -of tremendous efli- 
ciency, of inexorable exactness, a man 
intolerant of stupidity. When he said that 
so and so is an ass, one felt that there was 
nothing more to be said about that person. 
He probably did not realise how hard it was 
for people of smaller gifts to do good work. 


AN OUTSTANDING FIGURE. 

The dominant feature of the man was 
versonality. He was an outstanding figure, 
uilt on a big scale, in some ways a man of 
severity, but at the same time a man of 
pest geniality. He was a combination of 
reart and sternness. In a room full of dis- 
tinguished people one felt that he was there. 
although the:e never was a man who asserted 
himself less. By native power alone he 
simply could not be hidden. He loved the 
society of his fellow, and it was there that 
he shone most brniliantly. He had no 
peew gifts; he did not attract the popu- 
ace, but he did gain the respect of circles 
which would not be called popular. He 
(Dr. Gregg) would be inclined ao say that 
the Provost was a better master than a 
teacher. The effect of his work was to im- 
press himself upon those taught.’ One felt 
that his example was such that one had to 
follow it. He showed his students the 
reasonableness of the position that he held 
and made them want also to hold it. He 
did not seem to have the power to stir up 
people to do things on their own account. 
He gave tle impression that he found it 
easier to impress himself, almost impose him- 
self upon those barred from him than he did 
to show them how to work out their own 
problems. Students were inclined to follow 
him as a master on his tpse dizit. It would 
be almost disloyal for one of his students to 
— anything that Dr. Bernard laid 
own as right. 

Dr. Bernard’s association with Alexandra 
College began in 1885 and _ continued, 
with a short interruption, to his death. He 
was the central figure in the public gather- 
ings of the College. He had a great sense 
of pageantry, of stage effect, and that he 
exercised in his planning out of the College 
reunions. Alexandrians were fortunate in 
having so great a figure to look back upon. 
When he went to Canada shortly before his 
death nis health permitted of his covering 
only one engagement in that country, and 
that was the olan of the foundation stone of 
a school in Toronto founded by Miss Walsh, 
of Alexandra College. 

He could not help feeling that they were 
forunate in Alexandra |College, fortunate in 
the Church of Ireland, fortunate in Dublin, 
in having had such a great and dominating 
figure with them for so long. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Plunket, President of 
the College, thanked the Archbishop for that 
afternoon's further witness of the interest 
taken by him in the advancement of Alex- 
andra College. He also thanked the sub- 
scribers for and the painter of the portrait.

NORTHERN RESTRICTIONS 
RELAXED. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, Northern 
Ireland, announces that, in view of the im- 
roved position in Great Britain as regards 
oot-and-mouth disease, the existing restric- 
tions on importations will be reiaxed as 
follows :'— Mes 3 

1. From Scotland.—The Ministry is now 
prepared to consider applications for the im- 
portation of pedigree cattle, sheep and swine 
direct from farms in Scotland to farms in 
Northern lreland on certain conditions. 

2. From England and Wales.—The Ministry 
is prepared to consider applications for the 
importation of pedigree breeding cattle, sheep 
and swine from England and’ Wales, subject 
to detention of the animals in the Belfast 
varantine station for a period of not less 
than three weeks. It would be provided that 
the animals had not for a period of three 
months prior to importation been in a district 
scheduled on account of foot-and-mouth 
disease. 

Certain other conditions regarding veteri- 
nary certificates, etc., will also be laid down.

HE King has many favourite pastimes, 
but few people have any doubt that 
he loves the horse best of all. Both at 
Windsor and Sandringham lis Maiesty 
is happiest when he is able to ride, and 
‘even in London, although riders come and 
riders go in Rotten Row, it is the King 
who has remained the most consistent 
patron. estes 
There have always been doubts in the 
minds of'some people as to how far the 
Royal loyalty to the horse would be 
imitated. The prophets have been unani- 
mous in their opinion that the King’s 
favourite has been killed by the conquer- 
ing motor car. In this, as in so many 
other directions, however, prophecy ap- 
pears to be sadly astray. The horse 1s 
making a remarkable return to fayour, 
and it is certain that no one will be better 
pleased than the King, who is one of the 
best horserhnen in the country. 
There are more horses to be seen on the 
famous and fashionable riding tracks in 
London and neighbouring districts than 
for twenty-five years past. Rotten Row 
has regained its Victorian glories in thw 
respect, and the riders are now strangely 
assorted. There are stage and cinema 
favourites mixed with merchant princes 
and peers. : 

Devoted and familiar riders, like Mr. 
Winston Churchill and Lord Birkenhead, 
never have deserted the Row, and they, 
too, I expect, have noticed the increasing 
crowds for the morning gallops. All 
through the day the track resounds to the 
old familiar and gladsome thump of hoofs. 


ROTTEN ROW. 


The same restoration has been witnessed 
on the classic suburban Rotten Row which 
encircles Wimbledon Common to the fringe 
of Richmond Park. This is a course which 
has been much favoured by the young 
princes of late—perhaps, as a welcome 
change from town—but every day witnesses 
its picturesque pageant of aristocratic 
riders. 

It is claimed by some riding experts 


manship has Set the fashion, and has in- 
fluenced the revival on a truly interna- 
tional scale. This is extremely likely; for 
it is remarkable that the iaentical return 
to popularity of the horse is being re- 
corded in other countries. Not even Mr. 
Ford has been able to stem the tide in 
America. 

We are constantly being told that every- 
body, except the very poor, in the United 
States has a car, and that the motor has 
ousted the horse. The fact remains that, 
during the past few years, riding schools 
have opened up in America almost as 
rapidly as they have sprung into existence 
in Britain. More smart horses and horse- 
men, too, are now to be seen exercising 
in the Central Park than have been known 
since ‘the Great War was declared. 


THE RIDING HABIT. 


Fven Republican Germany is busily en- 
gaged in giving the lie to those prophets 
who foretold the extinction of the faithful 
‘“‘ friend of man.” \A recent census shows 
that more than six thousand of the 
‘gentry ” of Berlin are now in the habit 
of riding in the gardens, and either own 
or hire horses for the purpose. Titled or 
wealthy British and American visitors to 
Paris likewise discover that it is now the 
fashionable thing to ride, and the Bois de 
Boulogne has a glory that it has not en- 
joved for generations. 

It is strange that only horsemen them- 

selves were able to foresee that the motor 
car would not banish the horse from popu- 
larity for long. Lieutenant-Genera] Sir 
Charles McM. Kavanagh, who commanded 
the British Cavalry Corps in France, had 
the vision to predict that riding would be- 
come more and more popular. This must 
have seemed somewhat a wild guess, but 
the horse is truly immortal. From ancient 
Greece to modern Britain no invention 
could take its place; for men and women 
love horses better than mechanical inven- 
tions. 
Most of the famous old riding schools 
had disappeared or had been turned into 
schools of motoring, but now the wheel is 
turning full circle. Riding schools have 
become a highly profitable enterprise, and 
those already established are reported to 
be thronged with pupils and patrons. 
Those who are responsible al] agreé that it 
has been the steadfast devotion of Kiny 
George which has helped to bring about 
this remarkable reyival.

Sligo, and last

The 
keynote of praise is set in the headline, 
The Killarney of the North-West,’’ Points 


‘noted in the prospectus are as follows :— 


Motor service to Rosse’s Point (five miles) ; 
Lough Gill motor service and motor boats; 
starting point for Lough Derg; district full 
of antiquarian interest; the link to the 
North. Some members of Saturday's party, 
who were not previously aware of the 
heauties of the neighbourhood, took a motor 
trip of some twenty-five miles in a circuit of 
Lough Gill, and became convinced that the 
district is one which ought to have its 
praises more loudly sung.

BETTER THAN SWITZERLAND. 

Mr. David Barry, President of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, after congratulating 
the directors on the o ening of the hotel, 
said that we had in this country more to 
show tourists than they had in Switzerland, 
but we were not in the position of saying that 
we could cater as well for creature comforts.

NURSING PIONEER’S ~ 
RECOLLECTIONS. 


MISS HUXLEY’S EARLY DAYS 
IN DUBLIN. 

On Saturday night Miss Huxley, Matron of 
Elpis Nursing Home, Mount street, Dublin, 
was the guest of honour at a dinner given - 
the Trish Matrons’ Association at Mills’s Hall, 
Merrion row, in celebration of the conferring 
on her of the honorary degree of Master of 
Arts by the Senate of Trinity College, Dublin. 

After the dinner, Miss Carson Rae, who 
represented the Royal British Nurses’ Associa- 
tion and the Royal British College of Nurses, 
presented Miss Huxley with a bouquet of pink 
carnations from the first-mentioned institution 
and read a letter from Princess Arthur of 
Connaught, President of the Association. 

The Princess; in her letter, congratulated 
Miss Huxley on the honour that had heen 
conferred on her by Trinity College, and spoke 
of the gratification of the members of the 
Association at this proof of the appreciation 
of her splendid sllecstiionl, scientific and 
administrative achievements in Ireland. 7 

In replying, Miss Huxley said that it was a 
very great pleasure to receive the flowers and 
the kind messages which accompanied them. 
It was, she continued, very gratifying to be 
remembered after so many years, and she 
asked Miss Carson Rae to convey her appre- 
tiation to the Royal British Nurses’ Associa- 
tion and also to the Royal British College of. 
Nurses.

NEWSPAPER AS TABLECLOTH. 

Miss Huxley, speaking of her early ex- 
eriences as a nurse, said that she had entered 
t. Bartholomew’s in 1880, and there she had 

scrubbed floors and tables, cleaned pewter 
vessels, and dusted everything that could be 
so treated for fourteen or fifteen hours a day, 
receiving the noble sum of £8 per annufh, 
paid in quarterly instalments. 

I do not think, she continued, many of us 
would be able to work that way now. The 
newspapers wrote of us as ministering 
angels, very much overworked, and so we 
were, looking back from these days; but 
we were very pruud to work those long 
hours, and thought them no hardship. The 
Matron of those days is now Mrs. Bedford 
Fenwick, who started the idea of the Royal 
British Nurses’ Association, and later on was 
the prime movér in the demand for State re- 
cognition of nurses. My early days in 
Dublin “were spent in the National Eye, Ear 
and Throat Infirmary, then located in Moles- 
worth street. My first meal in that institu- 
tion was taken off a newspaper used as a 
table cloth, and my salary was £30 a year! 

STATE RECOGNITION SECURED. 

After twelve months I was appointed Lad 

Superintendent of Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital. 
Although more than one modern nurse had 
p me there as Matron, the nursing 
methods still remained rather primitive. 
Nurses’ education had not been seriously 
considered, and, feeling that the young 
women who gave their time to be taught 
were not being quite fairly treated, it was 
determined to start a school. The doctors 
and matrons of Dublin then started the 
Dublin Metropolitan Technical School. 
The Irish Nurses’ Association then came 
into being during the South African war, 
and worked continuously with the British 
nurses for State recognition, examining and 
registration. On more than one occasion the 
Irish branch saved the situation in the House 
of Commons at Westminster, when the whole 
eighty Irish members voted for our bill. It 
took y years t obtain this simple recog- 
nition of our work. | y

RESCUERS LEAVE A 
CHURCH SERVICE.

A flying officer and a flight sergeant 
were killed yesterday evening at 6.45 
p.m., near Henlow Aerodrone, at the 
village of Clifton, where their machine, 
an: R.A.F. Avro-Lynx, crashed. into an 
open meadow, a few hundred yards from 
Clifton parish church ' 

A service was being held in the church 
at the time, and some of the congregation 
went to the scene. 

The officer killed was Flight-Lieutenant 
H., C, Calvey, of Kenley Aerodrome, one 
of the finest stunt pilots in the R.A.F. 
He was about 30 years of age, married, 
with a son aged four. It was Flight-Lieu- 
tenant Calvey’s custom to visit frequently 
a residential hotel at Clifton, where many 
of the officers of Henlow Aerodrone live. 
He used to circle the house three times, 
and wave to the officers so that they 
could recognise him. 

He was very popular, and they would 
all set off at once from Henlow Aero- 
drome in their cars, in order to meet him 
as he left his machine on landing. 

On this occasion he passed over Clifton 
church at a height of about 1,000 feet, 
and crashed within a couple of hundred 
yards of the hotel, near some high trees. 

A writer “in the current number of 
Airways says: — ‘ Flight - Lieutenant 
Calvey, in my opinion, is one of the 
finest aerobatic pilots in the R.A.F., and 
at one time was holder of the world’s 
record for upside down flying.” 


PRAYERS OFFERED. 

The roar of the engines was heard 
during the reading of a lesson at the 
church, and then the crash, but it was 
not thought to be anything: serious. 

The wife of the rector of Clifton ‘saw 
the machine pass over and heard. the 
crash. She called Mr. C. Rivett, the lay 
reader, from the church, and told him 
of the accident. She passed the informa- 
tion on to the vicar, who announced it 
to the congregation and special prayers 


was offered. 
100 MILES AN HOUR. 

Mr. G. W. 8. Secker, an eye-witness of 
the crash, said: “I saw the machine 
flying steadily at a thousand feet and 
nose dive with the engine running, and I 
imagine he hit the ground at something 
well over one hundred m.p.h. 

“The force of the impact was so great 
that the machine was smashed _ to 
smithereens, and many of the R.A.F. men 
on guard were unable to identify the 
craft.”’ 


A CRUMBLED MASS. 

“The ‘plane was flying quite steadily 
a moment before the crash,’’ said another 
eve-witness. ‘‘ Suddenly it nose dived 
straight down. It did not burst into 
flames, but it was reduced to a crumpled 
mass the moment it touched ‘the ground. 
The occupants were crushed in_ the 
wreckage,’’ 

Mr. E. F. Vine, of the Crown Inn, said 
that he happened to be outside when the 
aeroplane passed over his house in the 
centre of the village. 

'“ Everything appeared to be quite all 
right, he added, “ there was no sign of 
the pilot being in difficulty. The 
machine passed out of my sight. When 
it got behind a wood, near the meadow in 
which it crashed, and I returned to the 
-house, not knowing that anything had 
happened, until news of the crash a few 
seconds later spread through the town.” 


INEXPLICABLE. 

Another eye-witness said that the 
machine crashed with terrific force when 
tho engine was going all out. “ The 
motor,” he added, “ was running quite 
evenly until the instant when the 'plane 
struck the ground. 
inexplicable accident.” 


SEAPLANE WRECKED. 


LAST-MINUTE RESCUE BY 
TRAWLER. 


Two R.A.F. officers and two non-com- 
missioned officers were brought into Fleet- 
wood by a trawler yesterday morning, 
after being rescued from the sea. The 
seaplane, with a  Flight-Commander, 
Navigation Officer Turner, Mechanic Long 
and Wireless Operator Geddes, was en- 
gaged in anti-submarine manceuvres, and 
was flying to Barrew, when engine trouble 
forced a descent on to the sea. It was 
very rough, and in a short time the 
machine was a total wreck, and its crew 
had given up hope of rescue when the 
trawler Kitty Wake appeared. 

On sighting the distressed 'plane the 
trawler put on falt speed, but when it 
reached the machine one wing was com- 
pletely submerged. The rough sea made 
the work of rescue difficult, and the wire- 
less operator fell into the water before he 
was finally got aboard the trawler. 

After three efforts, Skipper H. Reeve, 
of Lowestoft, managed to steer the trawler 
over the seaplane, and the three men 
scrambled aboard. á 

THREE KILLED IN FRANCE.

VINCENNES, Saturday. 

A serious air accident occurred here this 
afternoon at the beginning of the air 
meeting at Vincennes. A biplane, piloted 
by Captain Brager, who was accompanied 
by a mechanic named Tapy, attached to 
the aerodrome, caught fire. The wings 
broke away and fell amongst the horror- 
stricken spectators below. Captain 
Brager was unable to get clear of the 
wreckage’ and was burned to death. 

Two women were killed outright by the 
falling machine. 
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Yesterday morning the Dublin police 
were iníormed that gold and silver

The premises are occupied by a number 
of other firms, but every portion had been 
closed on Saturday evening, and the care- 
taker heard no noise in any part of the 
building during the night. 

The police had made no arrest up to an 
early hour this morning. 

The robbery is believed to have been 
carried out by a gang of foreign burglars 
who are believed to have been in Dublin 
during the past week.

Mrs. Fitzmaurice, wife of Major Fitz- 
maurice, returned to Ireland last Satur 
day, arriving at Queenstown on the North 
German Lloyd Company’s liner Minchen, 
She was met by Mr. Louis Vitamadsice, 
a brother of the Free State Air Force 
Chief, and a large number of friends, with 
whom she spent a quiet evening at the 
States Hotel, ‘Queenstown.

She arrived at Kingsbridge Station, 
Dublin, at 6.20 p.m. last evening, and 
was met by a party which included Mrs.

Crossley, Mr. and Mrs, Anthony Myers, 
the Misses Olga and Sheila Myers. Mrs.

Mrs. Fitzmaurice and herlittle daughter

STEAMER TURNS

OREW RESCUED IN 
IRISH CHANNEL, 
| FAR SR 


How seven seamen were rescued after 
being tossed about in a small boat in the 
Irish Channel for hours was told when a 
Norwegian vessel arrived at Glasgow. The 
rescued: seamen were the entire crew of 
the Acme, a timber-carrying vessel of 
about 250 tons, which had been crossing 
the Channel from Dublin to Liverpool. 

The vessel encountered stormy weather 
during the crossing, and, after battling 
its way through the heavy seas for a con- 
siderable part of its journey, it turned 
tertle. Left to the mercy of the elements, 
the crew manned a small boat and were 
tossed about in mid-Channel for four 
hours before being rescued by the Nor- 
wegian steamer Rimfakse of Bergen. Six 
of the men were taken to the seamen’s 


home. 
THE CREW. 

Their names are:—A. Fielding (38), 
captain and owner of the vessel, Stanley 
Gardens, Liverpool; Felix Hastings (30), 
‘chief engineer, City quay, Dublin; Jack 
Owen .(30),. mate, Anglesey ; James Ivey 
(28), A.B., Sherland road, Paddington ; 
Christopher Hynes (38), second engineer, 
St. Mary street, Kingstown, Dublin, and 
James Brown (18), seaman, Rugby street. 
Omar road, Belfast. 

When crossing the Channel the vessel 
experienced difficulty in making headway 
owing to the strong wind. For some time 
the little craft was severely buffeted, and 
when about 60 miles to the south-west of 
the Isle of Man she developed a decided 
list. This caused the timber to shift its 
position, and without warning the ship 
turned turtle. 


STORY OF A STOWAWAY. 

Fortunately, one of the smaller boats 
was thrown clear. The crew managed to 
scramble into it with difficulty, but were 
unable to take oars with them. With 
remarkable presence of mind, one of 
them rushed into the galley of the Acme 
before she capsized, and grasped a pan 
containing a meal, which was being pre- 
pared. This he managed to take aboard 
the small boat. 

The story of the misfortunes of a 
17-year-old stowaway was related by the 
crew of the Acme. ‘The lad stowed away 
at Liverpool on an American ship bound 
for New York, but was discovered soon 
after the boat cleared the Mersey, and 
was put ashore at Wexford. There he 
decided that he would go home, and 
tramped to Dublin, ‘Where he stowed 
away on the Acme which was sailing to 
Garston. He had to reveal himself when 
the ship heeled over, and jumped with 
the crew into the small boat in which 
they were found. 


TRAMPING HOME. 

The stowaway, according to the crew, 
took his misfortunes philosophically. 
When he got to Glasgow he was asked 
what he was going to do, and replied: 
“I’m tramping home ‘0 Birkenhead. T'II 
be able to get my grub doing a song and 
dance in pubs on the way.” 


FRENCH MINING 
DISASTER. 


FORTY-EIGHT MEN DEAD. 

It is officially announeed in France that 
forty-eight men lost their lives in a fire in 
the Reche-Lamoliére Mine, St. Etienne, 
on Saturday... A few men managed to 
esca 

Of the dead thirty-one were French 
miners, eleven Poles, four Moors, one 
Italian, and one Czech. 

M. Tardieu, Minister of Public Works, 
visited the scene of the disaster yesterday 
aiternoon. According to the engineers a 
foreman noticed signs of fire and informed 
his superiors. Shortly afterwards, as the 
result of a. fall of earth, the compressed 
air leads were broken, the rush of ‘air 
caused the fire to blaze up, and noxious 
gases spread through the galleries. 

While the first efforts at rescue were 
being made a further fall occurred, which 
caused the gas to spread to the galleries, 
which hitherto had been free. 


A “ FIERY ” MINE. 

The Combes Pit, owned by the Com- 
pagnie des Mines, is situated a few miles 
irom Saint Etienne, in the hill country, 
near Firminy, says The Times Paris 
Correspondent, and is about fifty miles 
south-west of Lyons. It has been exploited 
for the last thirty years on two levels, the 
one at about 220 vards and the other at 
about 320 yards below the surface, and 
has, perlraps, the largest individual out- 
put of any mine in the coal basin of the 
Loire. Many Poles and a few North 
Africans are employed there. Coal-mining 
is cartied on at the pit with the most 
modern plant, and the ventilation system 
is said to have been of the best pattern. 
The mine was of the type known as 
'“ Fiery, but exact instructions had been 
laid down to meet cases of fire. 

Soon after the morning shift had gone 
down at 6 o'clock, a workman on the 
lower level noticed the foul taste that is 
the usual accompaniment of an outbreak 
of fire in these mines, and he at once re- 
ported it, at the same time taking the 
necessary action to get it extinguished. 
It appears, however, that a fall of rock at 
this point smashed a conduit part of the 
véatilating system conveying compressed 
air, and thas this had the double effect 
of feeding thé fire and interrupting the air 
circulation. / The poisonous fumes penc- 
trated the workings where the miners were 
already at the coal face. In the remoter 
galleries the men were able to get to the 
shaft, and they were hastily taken to the 
surface in the cage. Others were helped 
to the shaft by their comrades, some of 
whom were saved, but from subsequent 
investigation it would appear that the 
men in the immediate neighbourhood died 
almost at once of suffocation.

NINE WOMEN. 


DARLINGION RAILWAY 
VICTIMS. 
“BLACK SUNDAY” IN A 
LITTLE TOWN, 


— 


Sixty thousand people joined in the 
scenes of lamgnt at Hetton le Hole, 
Darham, yesterday for nine women victims 
ol the Darlington railway disaster, who 
were buried in the cemetery just outside 
the sorely-stricken little town. Miles of 
mourners followed in the funeral proces- 
sion, which, slowly moving between dense 
masses of sympathisers, took two hours 
to pass a given point. ‘There were leaden 
skies, and on all sides signs of grief. The 
‘day will go down in local history. as 
“ Black Sunday.” 

The nine women buried yesterday were 
members of the Mothers’ Union outing of 
seventeen who went from Hetton le Hole 
on the ill-fated Scarborough excursion. 
Fourteen of the women and the one man 
who had been persuaded to accompany 
them perished in the disaster. The 
Funeral Services in the parish church and 
at the graveside lasted the whole §fter- 


noon. 
IN THE CHURCH. 

The Rector of Hetton le Hole, the Rev. 
F. Smith, whcse wife is one of the only 
three surviving members of the party now 
lying in hospital, led the Services. With 
him were the Rural Dean and other clergy 
from surrounding towns and villages 
smitten by the disaster, while Noncou 
foimist ministers of the stricken’ area 
were provided with seats within the altar 
rails. As it was hmpossible to have all 
the nine funeral parties in the church at 
once, two Services, immediately following 
each other, were held, the first for five of 
the dead and the other for the remaining 
four. 

Bereaved relatives, 
various branches of the Mothers’ Union 
in County Durham and Tyneside, repre- 
sentatives of ex-Service men’s organisa- 
tions, miners’ lodges and the members of 
the Hetton Urban District Council filled 
the church, the congregation numbering 
one thousand. The Dead March in 
‘Saul ” pealed from the organ just before 
the first coffin was borne into the nave, 
preceded by the long procession of sur- 
pliced clergy.

BELGIUM’S DARK DAYS 
| RECALLED. 


“-— 


From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
NIEUPORT, Sunday. 

“They shall not grow old as we that are 
left, Old age shall not weary them, 31or 
the years condemn. At the going down of 
the sun and in the morning we shall re- 
member them.”’ 

These words are inscribed on the 
memorial which has just been unveiled on 
the main Niewport-Lombartzyde road, at 
a junction half a mile from Nieuport. The 
memorial itself is a stone pylon, 24 feet 
high, standing on a triangular paved plat- 
form, with couchant lions, facing the cross 
roads. It records the names of 566 officers 
and men who lost their lives in the de- 
fence of Antwerp and in subsequent opera- 
tions on the Belgian coast, and who have 
no known resting place. The names are 
recorded on bronze panels, set in a decora- 
tive frieze, and above them are the words 
at the head of this message. 

There was a big attendance to witness 
the ceremony, which was very simple and 
impressive. Those present included M. 
Jaspar, the Belgian Prime Minister; 
Colonel Daubeny, representing the British 
Minister; the ‘local civil and military 
authorities, and a detachment of the 
British Legion. 

After the hymn, “O God, Our Help 
in Ages Past,” had been sung, prayers 
were offered by the Chaplain of the 


Forces. 
THE CEREMONY. 

Lieutenant-General Sir George Mac- 
Donagh then unveiled the monument, and 
délivered a moving address. He dwelt on 
the early dark days of the war and the 
sifferings of Nieuport, of which he said 
that probably no town on the Western 
front had been longer in the firing line. 
He briefly reviewed the history of Anglo- 
Belgian collaboration in the field, and 
said that the British would always look 
back with pride to that time when they 
fought side by side with their Belgian 
comrades in defence of a free Belgium. 
The incomparable spirit of the Belgian 
King and Army and the heroic part that 
they had played would never be forgotten. 
The war is now long over, concluded 
General MacDonagh, but the feelings of 
mutual respect and affection between the 
British and Belgian peoples still subsists, 
and will also continue. 

The-Burgomaster of Nieuport responded 
on behalf of the town, and Genera] Herre- 
merre on behalf of the Minister of War. 

M. Jaspar, Prime Minister of Belgium, 
made a speech, in which he dwelt on the 
friendship and gratitude of Belgium for 
Great Britain, and said that the monu- 
ment was a symbol of protest by Belgium 
against unjust aggression and of gratitude 
for British support. 

LAYING A WREATH. 

General MacDonagh then laid a wreath 
on the monument, and there was a simple 
Dedication Service, at which an English 
clergyman and the parish priest of Nieu- 
port officiated. 

After the “Tast Post’? had been 
sounded there followed two minutes’ im- 
pressive silence. The brisk notes of the 
Reveille brought one back to earth, and 
aiter the British and Belgian National 
Anthems had been played a procession 
was formed, and went to the local Belgian 
War Memorial, where wreaths were laid 
by the representatives of the War Graves 
Commission, Colonel Lord Arthur Brown 
and Lieutenant-Colonel H. F. Robinson. 

The British delegates to the ceremony 
were entertained to luncheon by the 
Burgomaster and the municipa] authori- 
ties of Nieuport. 


AERIAL DISPLAY AT 
HENDON. 


THRILLS FOR ROYALTY. 


On Saturday the Bing and Queen wit- 
nessed a thrilling spectacle provided by the 
Roval Air Force at Hendon. Transport 
wagons, kite balloons and tanks were bombed 
from the air, and mass manceuvres were 
made against troops. Machines dived and 
swooped at 200 miles an hour, and there 
was a most realistic attack on an oil re- 
finery. 

The altitude race was won by No. ól 
Squadron, in charge of Pilot-Oficer T. J. 
Arbuthnot, in a Siskin. He reached a 
height of 19,500. feet, and appeared a gittter- 
ing speck in the sky. The second ani third 
fliers attained 16,000 feet and 14,000 feet, 
respectively. 

One of the thrills of the afternoon was 
when a number of single-seater fighters 
swooped down suddenly upon the spectators, 
while at the same time other engines soared 
into space. . 

A HUMAN ROCKET. 

Amazing mánoóeuvres were accomplished by 
adroplanes with the new slotted wing device 
whieh flew at an incredibly slow pace, and a 
display of aerial ‘* needle threading,’’ when 
a machine dived from a great height through 
a great circle of ‘planes. 

Another sensational demonstration was that 
showing the evolution of the rocket. Lieu- 
tenant Horniman approached the spectators 
at a speed of 220 miles an hour and suddenly 
shot up into the air, climbed straight up 
until a moment before the engine stalled, 
when he flattened out again.

Marshal Pilsudski, the Polish “ Dic- 
tator,” in an interview with the news- 


io ing the leadership of the Govern- 
ment. According to his medical advisers, 
he could have remained at his t and 
fulfilled all his numerous and varied 
duties, but he nevertheless decided to 
abandon it, “because the -Constitution 
renders the task ex arduous, call- 
ing for superhuman effort from the Prime 
Minister, and obliging him to occupy 
himself with insignificant details that 
cause continual friction with the Diet.” 

“The apparent omnipotence of the 
Prime Minister,” proceeded the Marshal, 
“becomes, in the reality of constitutional 
stipulations, ineffective and unproduc- 
tive.”’ 

Marshal Pilsudski paid tribute to his 
Vice-Premier—now his successor in the 
Premiership—M. Bartel, without whose 
collaboration he considered that he could 
never have accomplished the work of the 
‘last two years during which he has 
governed the country. He then proceeded 
to criticise very severely the workin 
methods of the Diet (the Lower House o 
Parliament). The Diet, he said, wasted 
an enormous amount of time in sterile 
verbiage, while exasperated Ministers were 
compelled to simulate a respect for the 
House which was frequently unmerited. 

CONVICT SYSTEM RECALLED. 

‘The conditions reminded Marshal 
Pilsudski very forcibly of the old-fashioned 
convict system in Great Britain, when 
criminals were condemned to the de- 
grading, sterile, deadening labour of the 
treadmill. | Notwithstanding the many 
defects of the parliamentary system, how- 
ever, he claimed that he had always acted 
constitutionally—more so, indeed, than the 
Diet itself.

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GUNBOAT IN PURSUIT 
OF A TRAWLER. 


A SEVEN HOURS’ CHASE. 

An extraordinary encounter between a 
Fleetwood trawler and the gunboat Spey 
occurred off the West o? Scotland last, Friday, 
After a seven hours’ chase and resistance, the 
trawler surrendered, and last ‘Saturday 
heavy penalties were imposed. —.

Three blank 
cartridges were fired, but the trawler still 
gave no sign, and when two shells were fired 
across her bows she dashed away at full 
speed, with the Spey in pursuit. The war- 
ship was much the faster, but was hampered 
by the rough sea, and the trawler doubled 
constantly, making boarding impossible. 
Finally, Captain Scott, the gunboat’s com- 
mander, mancuvred his vessel’s bow on to 
the trawler’s lee quarter, with the object of 
cutting .away the: coverings concealing the 
trawler’s identity plates. This was unsuc- 
cessful, two men of the trawler’s crew keep” 
ing off the -naval men with gaffs 

Lisatensat Woodriffe then tried to wash 
away the coverings with the fire hose, and sc 
threatening. did consider the. attitude of 
the men with the gaffs that he turned the 
hose on them. Fearing that his oil fuel would 
give out, Captain Scott wirelessed for a relief 


and was escorted into Campbeltown, where it 
was found to be the Wigan of Fleetwood. 

In C beltown Sheriff Court on Saturday 
Nicholas Wright, master of the Wigan, was 
fined £100, with the forfeiture of the net, for 
illegal trawling; £20 for conceaiment of 
identification marks, and £50 for refusing to 
stop. The fines were paid. 

For threatening Lieutenant Woodriffe and 
Gunnery Lieutenant Aldridge with a gaff, 
George Grout, one of the trawler hands, was 
fined £3 or twenty days’ imprisonment,

tons gross. She was built in 1916.: ‘The 
Spev is a fishery protection gunboat of 613 
tons, and carries one four-inch gun. She 
was commissioned in 1925. 


ACROSS TIBET. 


DR. FILCHNER’S EVENTFUL 
JOURNEY, 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDEKRT 

BERLIN, By Mail. 
Dr. Wilhelm Filchner, the German Ex- 
plorer, who made an adventurous journey 
across Tibet, which took two years, has 
arrived in Berlin, He relates, in the Press, 
the hardships and sufferings which have left 
their mark on him in the shape of a broken 
arm and frozen feet. He still has difficulty 
in walking, and is unable to wear boots or 
shoes. 

Dr. Filchner is very eatisfied with the 
scientific results of his explorations, and he 
says that he also made some geographical dis- 
coveries, so that a pair of “ white spaces”’ 
can again be removed from the map of 
Central Asia. At one place he was “ held 
up ” by the Governor, and forbidden to take 
magnetic and astronomical observations, but 
he did so in secret, and was finally allowed 
to move on to Lhassa. 

Dr, Filchner relates that while in the north 
of Tibet he had the misfortune to lose all his 
yaks.» He broke his right arm, his feet were 
frozen, and he had not enough money even 
to hire a native servant, so that when he 
finally reached Leh, in Lower Tibet, after a 
terrible time, he looked like a Tibetan 
beggar. His feet were wrapped in rags, he 
had no headgear, and his fur coat 
was in shreds. Despite these hard. 
ships, however, he clung to his 
scientific instruments, and has managed to 
bring back with him to Germany oyer twenty 
thousand feet of films, which will shortly be 
shown in Berlin. During part of his journey 
he was accompanied by an American, a mis- 
sionary named Plymire, and an Australian 
named Mathewson, who helped him in every 
possible way. 

Dr. Filchner is full of praise for the aid 
given him by the British authorities during 
his journey, and says that the Dalai Lama 
also helped him by supplying him with horses 
and granting him his protection, which was 
extremely valuable, as the Tibetans do not 
love foreigners in their country.’ 

Dr. Filchner is ready to take to the road 
again across Tibet if adequate financial means 
are provided for a scientific expedition, which 
he hopes to lead in 1930. In the meantime he 
has offered his services to the Norwegian 
Government to help in the search for Amund- 
gen.

CALCUTTA, Sunday. 


According to a message to the Statesman 
Khargpur, fifteen people were killed and 
twenty-five seriously injured there on Friday 
during the Moharrum (Mohammedan) Festi- 
val. The conflict arose as the result of com- 
munal ijl-feeling between Sikhs and Hindus 
on the one side, and Moslems on the other. 

Most of the casualties oceurred as the re- 
sult of stray knife attacks in by-lanes and 
houses. Two women were stabbed to death 
while attempting to save their relatives. 

The efeuble started when a group of 
Moslems attempted to take a procession with 
music past a Sikh temple. This was resented 
by the Sikhs, and there was considerable 
stone-throwing. when the factions met in 
large numbers.

GENEVA, Sunday 

Considerable difficulty confronts: the Draft 
ing Committee of the Commission of Arbit:a. 
tion and Disarmament, in its task of re. 
conciling very divergent views. This aspect 
of the situation was emphasised at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Arbitration and Dis.

The racing this week is on the July Course, 
where the going is at the moment perfect, 
as @ good deal of rain has fallen at New- 
market in the course of the last few days.

interesting where the two-year-olds are con- 
cerned. The July Stakes, to be run on 
Tuesday, is always a very imteresting race. 
Last year Fairway just beat the unfortunate 
Hakim. who died not long after. This time 
Hakim’s owner, the Aga Khan, is likely to run 
Costaki Pasha, and the rivalry of this colt 
and Mr. Jinks should provide a good race. . 
A FIRST APPEARANCE. 

I shall be surprised unless there are a few 
good novices whom we have not seen before, 
' and this event may be chosen for the first 
appearance of The Black Abbot, a colt by 
Abbot’s Trace out of that good mare Lady 
Juror, trained at Beckhampton for Lord 
Dewar. 

It may be that Fred Darling will adopt 
his usual practice of delaying his appearance 
until Salisbury, where he produced both 
Coronach and Gang Warily for the first 
time, and then taking him on to Goodwood. 
The Black Abbot, however, should be 
watched, for he is the colt who is thought 
most of all in the stable and has shown his 
trainer most to date. 

Tiffin, the flying filly whom Darling ,trains 
for Lord Ellesmere, is not engaged during 
the week, and it may be some time before 
she is seen again, as she has suffered from 
sore shins for a longish time. Cragadour, 
who was second to Mr. Jinks in the New 
Stakes, does not run for the July Stakes. 

It is unlikely that Fairway will be started 
for the Princess of Wales’s Stakes on Thurs- 
dav, and the absence of Flamingo can also 
be counted on. We shall, therefore, see 
nothing like as interesting a race as when 
Colorado beat Coronach last year. Fairway 
1s likely to run next in the Eclipse Stakes, 
later in the month, when he can meet Book 
Law and Royal Minstrel. Fohanaun has 
been left in the Duke of Cambridge Handi- 
cap, which he won last year, and where he 
has 9st. 6lb. to carry. Stiff as the weight 
1s, the task should not be beyond him, 

The field for the Exeter Stakes, a six-fur- 
long event where we have often seen high- 
class horses, will be only a small one this 
time, and Empire Builder may be the best 
of them. The Irish colt, Golden Oracle, is 
in the July Cup, and, as I mentioned at the 
time, he was terribly unlucky at Ascot. 

H. BEASLEY’S TREBLE. 

We saw some very interesting racing at 
Sandown yesterday, where Harry ‘Beasley 
was the hero of the afternoon, riding three 
successive winners, including Silverstead, 
who took the June Rose Handicap. the prin- 
cipal event of the afternoon. The others 
were for his own Stockbridge stable, and | 
they made an interesting pair, for they came 
all unheralded, and both won in deceisive 
style. 

The first was Major McCalmont’s filly, The 
Girl Friend, who was introduced into the 
market on the Alington Selling Plate at 
about 7 to 1, started at evens, and won 


a grand filly by the Irish sire, Orb, out of: 
Silver Bridge. She was bred by Majar 
Victor Parr, and, of course. comes of the 
famous Silver Queen family. Here she ran in 
the colurs of Mr. A. F. Basset, an old patron 
of the Stockbridge stable, who gave Mr. 
Persse his first important winner on the flat, 
Sir Archibald. She had run unplaced behind 
Ellanvale at Manchester, her only previous 
appearance. : 

Introduced in the market at a long price, 
she started favourite, and, being one of 
those who were well away, she had a clear 
lead when they had gone half way, and then 
went on to win by three lengths from the 
Flying Scud filly, Fille d’Amour keeping the 
newcomer, Scroll, a son of Papyrus, out of 
third place. Scroll ran a trifle green, but 
is evidently a useful colt 
NOT TRUE FORM. - |. ' 

The colt by Spion Kop, out-of Sword Play, 
who had beaten Costaki Pasha at Newbury, 
was slowly off, and was never dangerous. 
“This was not his true form, as he was one 
of the worst sufferers in .an indifferent start. 
The Silver Bridge filly has the dark chestnut 
coat of all her family, and she is evidently 
a very. smart one. . She had been shin- 
sore for some time earlier in the season. 

The form of Cing a Sept in the Ascot Gold 
Cup, where she ran third, seemed to justify 
her position as favourite for the June Rose 
Handicap. On the Ascot running she seemed 
to have the beating of Silverstead, for he 
had finished last there, and pulled up so leg- 
weary that some people thought he had- broken 
down. It was not expected, therefore, that 
after his hard race at Ascot he could come 
again so soon and win here; but he did, 
and that in uncompromising style, too, by 
two lengths and a length from Royal Pom 
and Cing a Sept. 

The filly settled down last of all, and was 
still last as they turned into the straight. Then 
she began to make up ground, but Silvyer- 
stead had the beating of her all the way, 
and she only just scrambled into third place. 
Nightingall did not want to run Silvetstead 
in the Gold Cup, as he had not trained him 
over the distance. On his Coronation Cup 
form with Apelle he had, however, a good 
chance here. 

SILVERSTEAD'S FORM. 

He is a good-looking colt by Son-in-Law, 
who ran respectably well in both the Derby 
and St. Leger of last year, and he has made 
a good deal of improvement since, although 
even now he may not be quite in the first 
class. Old Orkney started third favourite 
here, but he was never in the race with a 
chance. 

Donoghue won the first race of the after- 
noon for Mrs. J. G. Morris, the wife of the 
Wallingford trainer, on Skater, a smartish 
plater; for whom there was some competition 
after the race, De Mestre finally buying him 
for 410 guineas. 

Richards did not ride one of the best races 
of his life on Mrs. Drummond's Tarsus, for 
he came rather soon on him, in the Robert 
De Wittville Handicap, and then Carslake, 
who had bided his time on Jugo, came with 
one sharp run and beat him a length. ‘This 
tubed horse was a judicious buy out of a 
selling race at Newmarket last year on the 
part of Walter Nightingall, whose second 
winner of the afternoon he was. 

Lord Dewatf won the last race of the day 
with his Abbot’s Trace colt, Marconigram. 
who. started favourite, and whom Richards 
got mp to beat the second favourite, Flegere, 
by three parts of a length. Marconigram is 
not the most generous of horses, and Kithards 
had to kid to him a good deal here, and wait 
to make his run until the last moment. It 
was a cleverly-gained victory.

BREE7Y WEEK-END: REDUCED 
RACING. 


If yachtsmen have net: yet lost heart over the 
weather experienced this season, they are te#ding 
that way, and who can blame them? Sumner 
may have arrived according to the almanac, but 
people are still looking for it in the reality. Windy 
and showery days have become almost chronic on 
the coast, and it is always the same no matter 
what point the wind comes from. Our only hope 
is the present month of July—will it bring the 
change so badly needed ? 

Saturday was typical of .the month, of which it 
was the last day. It blew hard ont°of the west- 
ward on that forenoon and early afternoon steadily 
piping, up towards the hour at which racing 
started: and as steadily easing off again, but not, 
unfortunately, until all the harm was done. It 
was not the breeze itself which was wrong, so 
much as the frequent and ‘fierce squalis . which 
came up in it every half-hour or so. It was these 
squalls which ruined the racing, and particularly 
that one which bean about 2.50 p.m., and was 
at its height half an hour later. 

he weather looked so bad then that there was 
a general agreement amongst owners 3nd crews to 
abandon .all idea of racing. It would he folly for 
the smaller craft to go ont, and a plain sign of 
how threatening the outlook appeared was the 
sight of the 25-footers taking off the topsails they 
had set at the timé, and so preparing for the dust- 
ing they: expected outside. 

Earlier on the R.A.Y.C. match for cruisers under 
10 tons had been postponed, this decision being 
due to the fact that there would have been 
only a couple of starters. Nirvana had come out 
from Howth for it. and when the postponement 
was agreed upon by the Committee. she left 
harbour, bound north for the Clyde. Later she 
was followed by. Espinola, which yacht started 
under trysail. Mayis also departed, but whether 
for the north or not did not transpire: Nirvana 
and Espinola were trusting to -the off-shore 
westerly wind and the smooth water under the 
coast line ‘to allow them to have a fast passage, 
and unless the wind headed them later they were 
certain of a speedy trip.

PAYMENTS TO AMATEURS. 


DRASTIC ACTION BY THE 
FOOTBALL ASSOCIATION. 


As a result of the findings of the Commission 
appointed by the English Football Association 
to inquire into the alleged breaches of the 
rules of the Association by officials and 
players of certain clubs in the County of 
Durham, 341 players, including fourteen 
previously dealt with by the Durham F.A., 
have been uspended for accepting payment 
in excess of hé expenses as amateur players. 

This decision was arrived at last Saturday 
by the Council of the Football Association, 
the summer meeting of which was held at 
Blackpool. The report of the Commission, 
which was unanimously approved, states that 
the Commission experienced great difficulty in 
obtaining information that they considered 
necessary from some of the clubs. They 
examined such books as were obtainable, and 
also took the evidence of officials, directors, 
members of committees and players, and they 
found that the clubs had failed to oberve the 
rules and regulations of the Football Associa- 
tion. They were satisfied that there had been 
a, practice among certain of the clubs of 
paying their amateur players at flat rate—a 
payment or allowance irrespective of the 
amount, disbursed by the players—such pay- 
ment being in excess of the players’ expenses, 
actually and necessarily incurred, as provided 
hy Rule 29 of the Rules of the Association. 
They also found that clubs had omitted to 
obtain from players, and produce to the Com- 
mission, written receipts for payments made 
to players giving particulars of their expenses. 

he Commission being satisfied that the 
players, whose names are given, had received 
payment above their expenses actually and 
necessarily incurred, reported to the Council 
that under Rule 29 they are professionals, and 
recommended their suspension from taking 
7. part in football until December ólst, 


The long list of names follows. 

A large number of players having admitted 
receiving payments contrary to Rule 29, and 
the Commission being satisfied that such pay- 
ments had been received, reported to the 
Council that they are professionals, and re- 
commended that they be suspended from 
taking any part in football during the season 
1928-29. 


The officials of the clubs concerned in the 
payments have been suspended temporarily, 
and the clubs fined sums ranging from £50 


to £25. 

Ad a result of the investigations by the 
Commission into the affairs of amateur clubs 
in Durham, the rules regarding amateurs 
expenses have heen strengthened. The Foot- 
ball Association have issued the following 
headed “Payments to Amateur Players ' :— 
“ An amateur player may have paid for him 
or refunded to him (1) railway, motor, tram, 
boat. .etc., fares or other necessary expenses 
actually incurred by him in travelling from 
and to his home or work or for the purpose 
of playing in a match; (2) hotel expenses, that 
is necessary meals during the day, and sleep- 
ing accommodation if absent for more than 
the day during the actual and necessary 
absence from home for the purpose of playing 
in a match. Extravagant or unnecessary 
expenses must not be paid by a club, and 
every amateur player must give the secretary 
of his club a detailed statement of expenses 
incurred with a receipt for the sums paid to 
him. It is the duty of the club’s secretary 
to ask for such a statement and receipts, and 
to keep the same for production at any time 
if required. Payment for loss of time, com- 

tion, consideration or remuneration of 
any kind other than the items included in 
1 and 2 automatically makés a player a
